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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In regards to claim 29 being objected, the 
examiner would like to point out applicant's remarks filed on 3/21/2006 where he states that the insulator layer of Halahan would not 
constitute the present inventions seed layer due to the fact that it is a non-conductive layer. Claim 25 also points out that the seed layer 
must be conductive.
